I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958. 

The  report  is  prepared  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  No,  22/58  dated  9th  December,  1958. 

During  the  year  206  Births  ■were  registered,  compared  with  220  in  1957 • 
The  number  of  Births  per  thousand  of  the  population  was  13.6  and  this  rate 
when  corrected  for  comparison  -iwith  other  districts,  and  England  and  Wales 
as  a ■whole,  was  D+.l.  The  corresponding  corrected  rate  -was  15*2  in  1957* 
The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Vifales  was  16.24-. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  was  211,  being  a slight  increase 
in  the  number  registered  in  1957*  The  Death  Rate  per  thousand  of  the 
population  was  13.9*  This  rate,  corrected  for  comparison  with  other 
districts,  and  England  and  Wales  as  a w/hole,  was  10.8,  as  compared  with 
10.0  in  1957*  The  Death  Rato  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.7. 

Pour  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age,  the  same 
number  being  registered  in  1957.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  19. 2f 
as  compared  with  18.2  in  the  previous  yesjr.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rato 
for  England  and.  Wales  was  22.5. 

Deaths  from  the  various  groups  of  Cancer  numbered  kO  during  the  year 
and  this  total  included  six  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer.  The  following  table

One  death  resulted  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  Tuberculosis 
Death  Rate  was  .07  as  compared  with  ,13  in  1937. 

During  the  year  the  Mid-Kent  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  Cranbrook 
Rural  District  and  a summary  of  the  results  of  the  visit  can  be  seen  in  the 
table  on  page  l6.  I am  indebted  to  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Unit, 

Dr.  G.  I.  Reos-Jones,  for  the  information  contained  therein.  It  will  be 
noted  that  2,239  people  (approximately  13^  of  the  population)  attended  the 
unit  and  of  this  number  only  one  case  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was 
discovered.  Cases  of  inactive  tuberculosis  (vvihere  the  tubercular  disease 
contracted  earlier  in  life  has  completely  healed)  discovered  by  the  unit 
numbered  12. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  tuberculosis  is  an  infectious  disease  and 
there  are  in  the  population  a comparatively  small  number  of  undetected  cases 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  which  arc  unknowingly  spreading  infection  amongst 
their  immediate  contacts.  The  best  safeguard,  against  the  perpetuation  of  this 
problem  is  the  early  detection  of  infection  and  in  this  connection  the  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography  Unit,  if  adequately  supported,  could  play  a very 
important  part. 

Infectious  Disease. 

Notifications  of  infectious  disease  received  during  the  year  numbered 
106  as  compared  with  183  ii^  1937  and  K24  in  1936.  Measles  and  Yifhooping 
Cough  as  in  recent  years  comprised  the  majority  of  these  notifications.  Five 
notifications  of  primary  Pneumonia  were  received  and  one  death  resulted.  The 
total  cases  notified  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  12, 
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Food  Poisoning;. 


Blcvcn  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  and  these  cases  arose 
from  one  single  incident.  Although  specimens  of  the  various  articles 
of  food  which  made  up  the  meal  were  obtained,  the  causal  organism  was  not 
identified. 


Poliomyelitis. 

No  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in  the  district  during  the 

year. 


Arrangements  for  prophylactic  vaccinations  against  this  disease  were 
continued  throughout  the  year  by  the  County  Health  Department  and  in  the 
Autumn  the  priority  groups  were  further  extended  to  include  all  persons 
born  after  1st  January,  1933 • In  addition,  all  persons  who  had  previously 

been  vaccinated  were  offered  a third  injection  of  the  vaccine.  This  is 
given  seven  months  after  the  second  injection. 

It  is  hoped  that  everyone  in  the  priority  classes  will  avail  themselves 
of  the  vaccination  offered  against  this  crippling  disease. 

The  table  on  page  17  shows  the  number  of  children  and  other  persons  who 
received  a course  of  injections  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

' Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Inoculations  given  in  the  district  during  the  year  were  I7I  primary 
, and  64  rc-inforcing,  compared  with  153  primary  and  104  re-inforcing  in 

1957. 

Smallpox  Vaccination. 

The  number  of  persons  receiving  primary  vaccination  against  smallpox 
were  161  and  23  re-vaccinations.  Corresponding  figures  for  1957  were  I64 
and  24  respectively. 

Whooping  Cough. 

During  the  year  177  children  received  primary  inoculations. 

Detailed  tables  relating  to  the  above  inoculations  and  vaccinations 
. appear  on  pages  17  and  18  of  this  report.  These  details  have  been  supplied 
I by  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  whom  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude. 
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I ata  pleased  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  Rural  District  for 
the  year  under  revie-w  has  been  very  satisfactory, 

I am  indebted  to  1/Ir.  G-,  Longley,  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  who  supplied  the  information  on  pages  20  to  32  of  this  report. 

Finally  I offer  my  thanks  to  the  Council,  particularly  the  Chairman 
and  ]\iembers  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  the  Chief  Officers  for  their 
valuable  support  and  also  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
loyal  assistance  during  the  year.

The  proportion  of  houses  supplied  by  public  watermains  or  other 
adequate  piped  supplies  is  approximately  96.4/o* 

Sewerage . 

During  the  year  ?;ork  proceeded  on  the  provision  of  a sewage  works  and 
the  laying  of  new  sewers  in  the  village  of  Benenden,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  this  scheme  was  nearing  completion. 

Hous ing. 

The  tables  set  out  later  in  the  Report  give  figures  of  the  work  carried 

out. 


During  the  year  the  Council  completed  the  erection  of  19  dwellings, 

12  at  Sissinghurst  and  7 at  Hawkhurst. 

In  addition  17  new  dwellings  were  completed  in  the  district  by  private 
builders. 

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  agreed  in  respect  of  22  houses. 

During  the  year  two  Clearance  Orders  were  m.ade  in  respect  of  areas 
containing  a total  of  18  houses.  These  Orders  had  not  been  confirmed  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  One  Order  in  respect  of  8 houses  made  during  1957  was 
confirmed  during  the  year. 

Individual  houses  represented  to  the  Council  as  being  unfit  and  incapable 
of  repair  at  a reasonable  cost  numbered  13,  and  of  these  in  10  cases  under- 
takings were  accepted  from  owners  as  to  their  future  use,  and  in  three  cases 
demolition  orders  were  made. 

Meat  and  Rond . 

Six  slaughterhouses  are  licensed  in  the  area  and  regular  weekly  slaughtering 
is  carried  out  at  four  of  the  establis'nments.  Slaughtering  is  confined  almost 
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exolusivoly  to  the  business  of  the  occupiers  and  generally  the  quality  of 
animals  killed  is  excellent.  All  animals  notified  as  being  slaughtered  have 
been  inspected. 

Milk. 


Much  of  the  milk  supplied  to  the  area  is  delivered  to  the  retailers  in 
bottles  as  pasteurised  or  tuberculin  tested  milk.  As  from  the  1st  October, 
1956,  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Specified  Areas)  (No.  2)  Order,  1956, 
came  in  force,  which  provided  that  within  the  specified  area,  which  included 
the  Cranbrook  Rural  District,  all  milk  retailed  must  be  tuberculin  tested, 
pasteurised  or  s tcrilised.. 

Ice  Cream. 

The  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  all  obtain  their 
supplies  from  outside  the  district,  and  the  bulk  of  the  ice  cream  is  now 
pre-wrapped.  The  Council  was  concerned  regarding  unsatisfactory  reports 
on  samples  from  one  source.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  authority  in 
whose  area  the  factory  was  situated  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  matter 
was  still  under  investigation. 

Hop-Pickers*  Camps. 

Throughout  the  hop-picking  season  as  many  inspections  as  possible  were 
made,  and  all  camps  ?i/erc  inspected  prior  to  occupation. 

Generally  camps  were  vjcll  maintained  during  occupation  and  conditions 
were  reasonably  satisfactory. 

The  health  of  the  pickers  was  again  very  good.  No  cases  of  infectious 
disease  being  notified  and  no  complaints  were  received,.

There  are  now 
31  hop-picking  machines  in  the  district,  and  accordingly  the  number  of 
pickers  needed  is  much  less  than  required  in  pre-war  years  when  all  picking 
was  done  by  hand. 

Clean  Food , 


Eoutine  inspections  have  been  carried  out  of  premises  where  food  is 
prepared,  and  conditions  are  generally  satisfactory.  Good,  co-operation 
is  being  received  from  proprietors  in  general  in  providing  the  necessary 
additiono.l  appliances  and  complying  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.
